our Loffes, they are too great, I tell you, to 
make publick. ie. 

Rev. You are juft falling in with the Faco- 
bite Party, and I tell you, it is a Facobise 
Proje@, firft to make our Friends conceal, 
and then our Evemies expofe our Lofs: I 
wonder, what Witchcraft poffeffes this Na- 
tion, that we will always be beft pleafed 
with our Enemies Report of Things—I cin- 
not but rake Notice, that this proce eds from 
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the Amofements, Falfities and Shams of our 
own Reports; our own Relators of Things 
having entirely loft theirj{Reputation,we are 
content to receive afl our Information from 
our Enemies—Horrid Stupidity! What can 
our Enemies defire more of us, and what Ufe 
do they make of it,but theUfe they with, to 
difcourage,diffatishe and divide the People ? 
They fpread terrible Reports of our Loffes, 
our own People moft ridicnlovfly leffen 
them, fo thata Man cannot with Reputa- 
tion to his Sences give any Credit to that 
Side——— What is the natural Confequence 
of this, but to make us (ufpe& the Enemy’s 
Account is right? If therefore you will not 
have our Enemies Rhodomontades be be 
liev’d, and their enhanc’d Reports of our 
Loffes obtain upon us; if you would nor 
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have our Peopledifcouraged, that our Men 
fhould not lift, or thofe that_have lifted de- 
fert if you would not have the Service ap- 
pear terrible to the common People, and 
the Campaign feem a meer Slaughter- 
Houle to them——Make your true and ex- 
a& Accounts of every Aétion publick; fear 
not to fhew the Lift of the Slain, and the 
Lift of the Wounded at every Siege, and in 
every Battle ; for if you will not fhew a true 
Lift, the fatobites will pretend to q falfe 
one, and if it be not contradi&ed, it will 
be receiv’d as true. 

M. Why,would yoube fo mad, as te tell 
the World we loft 20000 Mén at the Siege 
of Liffe ? 

Rev. Yes, that I would, if it were true; 
and it fhould do this Good, that the Sham- 
Account, which I have {een given out, of 
2soco Men loft in the Camp, and 8000 
dead or deferted in the Army, fhould not 
pa(s curent, as it does among the Facobite 
Party—It is true, the Fatigues of the Army 
have been great, their Marchiogs and 
Countermarchiogs very hard and haraffing, 
the Service in the Treaches bas been ver 
fevere, the Stafon told, the'Barth wet, a 
theTime ofthe Year late; theAttacks upon 
the City of Life have been very many, the 
Defence vigorous, the Fire terrible, and it 
cannot but be expeéted, we have loft a 
great many braveMen—But Not 4ooo on the 
Counterfcarp, not 2000 in a Sally, not 5000 
on the Attack of the Horawork, and the 
like, as the Fucobites relate ; and-why-will 
ye not tell the World, what Lofs you have 
had, that thefe ridiculous Accounts may 
not be believ’d ? 

M. There is fomething in that indeed. 

Rev. Again, when the Lift of the Slain 
% brought to Light, we fhall have feveral 
good Ufes to make of it; fach as, 3. The Va- 
riety of Nations, out of which this Lofs is 
ta be collegted, and how ealily it is repair- 
ed, not by raw and new-raifed Men only, 
but by exchanging Regiments, or. drafting 
the old Regiments ro fupply the new.

Britifh Troops were in the Field, orefpe. — 
cially in the Camp before the City; and — 
out of all which, the whole Lefs, fo faras 
Lhave been inform’d, does not amount to _ 


above 1100 Men»=——{Nouw thall we be 
afham’d or afraid to own thefe Things 2 
Shall we let the Facobite Party, andthe 


Murmurers at our Management, whilper — 


about the melancholly Stories, cry owt we 
have bought this Gold too dear, that we 
have gor Lifle indeed, but we have paid for 
it, and afew more fuch Conquefts will ruin 
our Army, gud the like? For thame, let us 
tell the World our Loffes.and our Gains 5 
Jet os tell them, we are able to bear the 
firfty and are fatisfied with the laft; let us 
tell them, we can take Lifle with all its 
Loffes, and yet appear in the Field again 
as boldly as before, and as powerful as be- 
fore; ‘and if the Fresch had twenty Liffes 
to defend, it muft not be the Expence of 
either Blood or Treafure that muft flacken 
our Hands; for this whole War depends u 
on this Trial of Skil, whether the Conf. 
derates ot the French are the ftrongeft, 
whicH of them holds; it out longeft, and 
which can bear the Expence, be it of Blood 
or Treafure, of this terrivle War, longeft. 
And now as to Mrs. Cittledel, as the 
Conntry Man call’d ber, or the Attack of the 
Cittadel of Life; 1 know, it has been the 
profound Judgment of our News-mongers, 
that the Siege fhall be turn’d intoa Blockade. 
—But fuch People feem to me to forget, 
or.not to know the Circumftances of the 
Place 3 and tho’ at prefent where Iam, at 
the Diftance Emeas, that I am at, while 
writing thefe Papers, it is wholly unknown, 
what Courfe the Confederates refolve upon, 
yet I may prefume totay, a Blockade of 
the Cittadel of Jifle feems impraéticable, 
the Scituation and Circumftances of Fhings 
confider'd; and tho’ I give my Judgmene 
of Things at a diftance, yet I fhall give my 
Reafons alfo, and leave it to Cenfure. 
Firft, For a Blockade, it behoves, that 
either the Confederates fhould inveft the 
Townas proper Pofts, at a Diftance, fo as to 
command the Fi¢ld, or that they thould 
continue encamnp'ds far the 1. Et is well 
known, that no unfortified Poft can be maine 
tain'd by the Confederate in anyPart of the 
Couns 
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ogether there! hatnothin 
‘than the,whole Army could be fafficiene 


‘bed a Mind to pwfh at the Relict of the 
 Cittadel, avy open Poft would be opprefs’d. 
—-All the fortified Pofts: or Towns of 
_-Stren sth ‘round che City of Life, only Me- 
nin excepted, are poffefs’'d by the Bnemy, 
as. Tournay, Doway, Arrafs, and Ypres, from 
which Places the Enemy mightat any time, 


patter the Seafon for Eicampment was at aa 
End, draw together at two Days Notice,

HE Government being thus fettled in 
the Hands of the Presbyterians, many: 
| did fear, it would be remembred, bow far 
vbe Jate Bifhops cud many of their Clergy did 
concur inthe Profecusion of the late Reigns; 
and in the Defign of introducing Popery, and 
concurring with the late King James therein, 
aid bow oppofite they were to the Revolution, 
appeared ty their Addre/s 10 bim, for few 
the Epifcopal Minifters did concur with their 
Brethren inEngland in bringing about the late 
happy Change, which deliver’d she Ifland from 
Popery, Slavery and Perfecution. But on the 
contrary many of thzm joyned mith the Vifcount 
of Dundee, and afually went in Arms 10 the 
Fields, in the Years 1689, and 2690, and for 
moft part fuch as ftay'd at home, did xefufe to 
pray for King William and Queéy Mary, as 
was enjoyned by the Convention of Ejtares in 
April 1689, bus in bigh Conrempt of Autto- 
sity did in a mift pernicious and dangerous 
Manner diffufe the Paijon of their Difaffedion, 
by fomenting and flirring up the fame Prine 
ciples in the People, which was the great Oc- 
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aot take the Citadel, the Citadel wifl no - 
take the City; or in thort,. whether, if we , 
do not forthwith attack aod take the Cif. 
tadel, wecan keep therTown, fince a

liam and Queen Mary*s Government, as sa 
clear from the A® of Parliament, 22 July 
4690. 

Masters ftanding thus, the General Affep 
bly did meet in O€tober 1690. And fuch was 
the Wifdom, Moderation and Chriftian Tew- 
per of that venerable Affembly, in which were 
many Reverend and Grave Minifters, and 
Honourable Ruling Elders, end fome of them 
of the beft Quality within the Kingdom, who. 
bad formerly fuffer'd feverely by the Inftigasion 
of the Epifcopal Clergy, That sbey did not (tudy 
Revenge, but fignified their Thankfulnefs to 
God for the Churches Delivery, and appointed 
a Faft and Humilistiom fir the Sins of the 
Land, ahd refolved upon a calm and peaceable 
Procedure , And as they fignified to the King 
in their Letter, dated'18 O@ober 1690, they 
Studied to approve themfelves unto God as the 
true Difciples of F:fus Chrift, who tho” be was 
moft zealous againft all Corruptions.in.bis 
Church, was yet moft gentle towards the Pere 
fons of Men, declaring their, Defign to- main 
tain, as much as in them lay, Peace and 
Concord with all he Refortied Churches, AND 
avis to be feen in the. Index of tbe imprimed 
ABs of that Affembly,> They deéclar'd, that 

thaty 
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they would not depofe any of the E 
Mini@ers in Churches fimply: for . their 
Judgment anent ahe Government. of. fthe 
Church, nor URGE RE-QRDINATION 
upon thems Yea, that A embly infiru@ed 
their Commiffion to be very cautious ia re- 
ceiving Informations againit the late Con- 
formifts, and appointed them to proceed im tbe 
Matter of Cenfure very deliberately, fo that 
none might bave jult Caufe-to complain of their 
Rigidity, that is the Word in the AG, yet fo 
as to omit no mean of Information, an 
they fhould not proceed to cenfure but uper; 
relevant Lybels and fufficient Probations, 
and they were empowered to receive inte: 
Minifterial Communion, and a Share of the 
ChurchsGovernment, ALL SUCH of she. 
late Conformifts, as Should be found to be Or~ 
thodox in their Doérine, of competent Abi- 
fities, having 4 Pious, Godly, Loyal and 
Peaceable Converfation, as becometh Minifters 
of the Gofpel, and robom the Commiffion fhould 
bave Ground to believe, will betrue and faith- 
1 t0 God and the Government, and dilligent 
in their Minifterial Duties, only appointing 
that fuch, who fhould be admitted to the Mi- 
niftry, or Jhould be received to a Share of the 
Government, fhould be oblig’d to own and fub- 
feribe the Confeffion of Faith, and profefs 
their Submiffion to, and Willingnefs to concur 
and. joyn with the Presbyterian Government. 
And fo great was the Moderation of the Re- 
prefentative of the Church in that Alfemby, that 
ee Minifters of the Epifcopal Way baving 
een proceffed before Presbyters by their Pa- 
vifves : The General Affembly took thefe Pro- 
ceffes from the Presbytries, and referr'd them 
to their Commiffion, and tho’ fome of thefe 
Minifters were juftly depofed, yet otbers of 
them were continued in their Parifbes to their 
Death, and others continue tierein to this 
Day, such as Mr. Thomas Wood «t Dumbar, 
Mr, Patrick Lyon at Kinghorn, Mr. James 
Grhame at Dunfermline, Mr. John Skinner 
asBothkenner, and above 150 more.
